The Sierra Madre Plan¬ 
ning Commission last Thurs¬ 
day unanimously elected 
Howard Wagner its new 
chairman succeeding William 
Rabe who held that position 
for the last two terms. 

The new vice-chairman is 
Ross Tyree, taking over these 
duties from Patricia Hofer. 
Tyree was also elected unani¬ 
mously. 

The commission members 
also unanimously endorsed a 
policy, suggested by mem¬ 
ber Alec Buchan, that the terms 
of the commission officers be 
limited to one year periods so 
that more members will have 
the opportunity to serve as the 
chairman. 


At that regular monthly 
meeting, the commisson approved 
the request of Marguerite 
Whitson for a Conditional Use 
Permit allowing her to conduct 
religious classes on her property 
on North Lima. 

This action reversed a stand 
taken by the commission in 
May when it voted to turn 
down the Whitson request. 

In reconsidering its action, 
the commission authorized the 
conditional use of the pre^jerty 
provided Whitson limited her 
classes to a maximum of six 
people for no more than 1 '/i 
hours with no more than two 
meetings a week. 

In asking for the reconsidera¬ 
tion Whitson stated the driveway

Local Man Collects Uhique Cars 


When it comes to cars, 
Ashleigh Buchan knows 
everything there is to know, 
both from the driver’s seat 
and what’s going on under 
the hood. 

With a name that sounds 
like it’s fresh out of a 
Bronte novel, Buchan first 
proved his worth as a me¬ 
chanic when, at the age of 
13, he had his first Model A 
car with a V8 engine. 

Of course, he had rebuilt 
motor scooters before then, 
buying an $11 or $12 v ash¬ 
man, tearing it apart and 
putting it back together again 
so it would run. 

Soon he was buying a car 
every year to recondition — 
after the Model A came a 
1932 Ford coupe, then a 1941 
Ford coupe. He remembers 
his 1936 Cadillac/LaSalle 
well. 

How many more were 
there? It’s hard to remember. 
He knows he bought his first 
new car, a 1951 Mercury, when 
he was 17. Then he sold it for 
a Buick Century four years 
later and started drag racing. 
The racing bug really bit him 
in the late 50s when he won 93 
out of 96 races and won 11 
state championships between 
the years ’55 - ’59. 

The drag racing took place 
on a '/i-mile stretch. It was a 
test in acceleration, he ex¬ 
plains, to see how fast a car 
can “get away” in that dis¬ 
tance. 

^ When drag racing became 
“more of an occupation than 
fun,” he just walked away 
from the races, realizing he 





know he’s given several of 
them away. 

Buchan always had an in¬ 
terest in cars because they are 
mechanical things. The ori¬ 
ginal interest probably came 
from his father who also en¬ 
joyed the challenge of taking 
something apart, putting it 
together so it would run. Of 
course, his father was also a 
professional soccer player as 
well as being a local general 
contractor. Ashleigh is a plas¬ 
tering contractor. 

WTiere is the native Sierra 
Madrean going next year with 
his auto fetish?

“Tomorrow the world,” he 
grins. Then serious, “I’d like 
to get a new Cornish Rolls 
maybe this year before Christ¬ 
mas.”

Council Approves 
^,222,080 Budget 


Sierra Madre city budget 
for the 1981-82 fiscal year 
received final approval Tues¬ 
day night. 

The new budget, referred 
to as a working budget by 
Mayor Elaine Rudolph, calls 
for expenditures for the period 
from July 1, 1981 through 
June 30, 1982 of more than 
$2,222,000, $71,000 more 
than anticipated revenues. 

It was noted by City Ad¬ 
ministrator James McRea 
that final decisions on the 
amount of state funds to be 
allocated to the city have not 
yet been made but he does 
not forsee any major change 
from earlier estimates. How¬ 
ever, should the state distri¬ 
bute more than expected, the 
amount of the deficit should 
be reduced. 

Two appeals of decisions 
taken by the Sierra Madre 
Planning Commission at¬ 
tracted most of those attend¬ 
ing Tuesday night’s council 
meeting. 

In one appeal, that of the 
commission’s approval of 
Walter A. Richter’s request 
for a tentative parcel map for 
property owned by him on 
North Auburn, the council 
affirmed the action of the 
planning commission. While 
all of the council members 
present (Charles Corp was 
excused) supported Richter’s 
request for the parcel map. 
Councilman Tom Edwards 
wanted to modify the com¬ 
mission’s approval by delet¬ 
ing the condition that Richter 
be required to improve the 
access road owned by him to 
a width of 20 feet. 

Although Richter had not 
appealed the commission’s 
approval of his request with 
that condition attached, he 
did ask the council to remove 
the condition during its de¬ 
liberation of the appeal of 
the commission’s action filed 
by Richter’s neighbor, Estelle 
M. Drobeck. 

Drobeck, referring to the 
requested parcel map as a 
‘‘bootleg subdivision,” 
claimed it violated the state’s 
Subdivision Map Act. 

She was the only one ap¬ 
pearing in support of her ap¬ 
peal and in opposition to 
Richter’s request. 

The other appeal of a plan¬ 
ning commission decision 
considered by the council was 
somewhat shorter, lasting 
30 minutes, but was ultimate¬ 
ly left undecided. That ap¬ 
peal was by Pasadena resi¬ 
dent Debera Nielsen to receive 
a conditional use permit to 
operate a day care center at 
the corner of Grandview and 
Auburn. 

Her request had been un¬ 


animously turned down by 
the commission but her ap¬ 
peal to the council fared 
better, at least temporarily. 
The motion of Mayor Ru¬ 
dolph to deny her appeal, 
seconded by Councilman Clem 
Bartolai, was supported by 
only those two council mem¬ 
bers. Voting in opposition to 
the motion were members 
Thomas Edwards and Car¬ 
lyle Griffin. 

The matter was finally car¬ 
ried over to the council’s next 


alternative trash service for 
those who have only limited 
useage. 

Bernie Nash, spokesman 
for C-V Disposal, said his 
firm would be willing to try 
the alterntive service pro¬ 
gram for one year to deter¬ 
mine its future feasibility. 

If and when adopted, the 
alternative service will have 
reduced rates for those who 
have only small useage.

Citizen Assists 
Poiice in Arrest 
Of Burgiary Suspects 


Because of the alertness and 
responsibility of a Sierra 
Madre citizen, local police 
officers were able to catch 
two burgiary suspects before 
they left the city. 

Officer John Cordischi said 
he and Sgt. Gerald Skinner 
got the call at 1:05 p.m. Aug. 
20 when the female citizen said 
she was watching a buiglary in 
progress in the 100 block of 
E. Sierra Madre Blvd. Two 
males were loading a car 
from an adjoining residence. 

She described the two 
males, gave police their license 
number and reported their 
flight eastbound on the boule¬ 
vard. 

Cordischi and Skinner stop¬ 
ped the alleged burglary auto 
at Santa Anita Court and 
found it loaded with prop¬ 


erty which turned out to be 
all the property missing from 
the residence in the 100 block 
of E. Sierra Madre Blvd. 
It appears to police that the 
suspects climbed in a window 
to commit the burglary. 

The two male suspects are 
from South El Monte, one an 
adult and one a juvenile. The 
adult is being held in county 
jail and the juvenile was re¬ 
leased to his parents. 

Cordischi said Sierra Madre 
police plan to file burglary 
charges. 

Arraignment was Tuesday 
in Pasadena Court and a date 
will be set for the preliminary. 

Cordischi commended the 
Sierra Madre woman who was 
on the lookout, who reported 
the crime to police for imme¬ 
diate followup.

Hugh Campbell’s pot-bel¬ 
lied stove has been sold and, 
he says, it will have a good 
home in Sierra Madre.

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Supervisors remove 
unnecessary

Through the efforts of the Board of Super¬ 
visors, led by Supervisor Pete Schabarum, there 
have been affirmative changes In the Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch anti-crime organizations. 

One of the most Important parts of the 
program are the signs which are placed In resi¬ 
dential areas where the crime prevention pro¬ 
gram exists. The signs, however, cost money. 
So do the permits to hang the signs besides 
paying for the hanging of the signs. 

“Residents saw little sense in those mul¬ 
tiple fees, and I agreed,” Schabarum says. 

“These Neighborhood Watch programs can 
be very effective deterents, and a Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch sign bought by residents and put 
up at the corner advertise that Important fact 
to criminals. However, typical bureaucratic red 
tape put Neighborhood Watch organizations at 
a dlsadvantaoe (because of the signage neces¬ 
sary),” he adds. 

The Board of Supervisors has adopted 
Schabarum’s motion to eliminate both the per¬ 
mit fee and the charge for hanging the signs. 

“Neighbors who are wilting to look out 
for their neighbors are to be commended and 
should not be discouraged from attempts at 
crime prevention by expensive bureaucratic 
roadblocks,” the supervisor concludes.

GRIME 

DESTROYER OF CLOTHES

Grime comes from two 
major sources. It’s either 
dirt from the atmosphere or 
it’s perspiration and skin oils 
pressed or rubbed into the 
garment.
